As tbe Sate legislature opens lis 1967 session, looming in the 
schedule is another attempt to outlaw the unknown, in this case 
lysei^Klc acid djeclqriainlde (LSD) is the victim. 

No one knows much about the long-range effects resulting from 
use of LSD. Psychologists and users know rha: "acid" In the blood- 
stream sometimes produces strange aaliuclnatlons, is not habit- 
forming. Is Impossible to detect Ln blood samples a half hour after 
consumption, requires only about 100 micrograms (0.0001 gm) to 
produce a "trip" and that in rare cases careien users have been 
affected adversely Ijy its intalce. 

Some claim that LSD, although not physiologically addictive, is 
psychologically habit- forming. Well, no more than other pleasur- 
able habl-s in life like television, drlnidng Goes Cok. smoUiK 
cigarettes or chewing bubble g:um. 

Never has any one stated that use of LSD leads to crime or 
In any way causes a situation harmful to "Innocent" citizens who 
don't swallow a capsule. Yet the police want it to be outlawed and 
serious penalties placed on its possession, sale or use. 

It has always Deen :he impression of this newspaper that the 
function of prohibiUve laws was to protect tbe average citizen from 
limit the freedom of the American citizen. Such Ttolatfens of ftee- 
dom are not a result of the use of LSD, 

The simplicity of making LSD, together with the fact that only 
a minute quantity Is necessary for a "trip." make outlswiiv of this 
drug much more impossible to enforce than the pnthlbl^ of al- 
cohol which failed to the 1920's. 

The police and some psychiatrists submit that LSD causes many 
people to mentally break down. Possibly the Jobsthese people hold 
bring them into contact with the few cases that acuaUy exist.

As has been pomted out by 
analysts representing all shades 
of the political spectrum, the 
United Sutes faces tbe possi- 
bility of becoming tevolved In 
"many VIetnams," 

Emphasis Is usually placed on 
Latin America as the locus of 
these future Involvements, but 
Invlutlons could come as veil 
from Africa, the Middle East or 
Vietnam's Southeast Asian n^rb. 
bors. 

Differences In internal condi- 
tions and variations in Imer- 
natlonalHPolltieal coitfigurations 
of course will determine tbe 
nature and extent of U.S. partl- 
cipatioD In tbe bnemal affairs of 
odier countries, but tbe basic 
plcmre Is everywhere the same; 
an upper class or ruling elite 
controls the acquisition and allo- 
cation of wealth of the nation, 
while the vast majority of the 
population starves by tbe sweet 
of Its brow. 

That some live without working 
while others work without living 
suggests that the lot of the poor 
is not an eternal one, tjut rather 
a function of socldi arrangements 
which the rulers steadfastly en- 
force. 

This is an Inclplently revolu- 
tionary situation. Over time. It 
will both attract and produce re- 
volutionaries. 

Now amongst revolutionaries, 
In this day and age, there are 
almost Inevitably Marxists and 
Marxist Ideaa; and Indeed, wtaen 
people live unnecessarily in po- 
verry. Ignorance and degrada- 
tion. Communists are bound to be 
concerned. 

Communist partic^wtlon inat- 
tem.pts to alleviate these condi- 
tions is a de facto invitation to 
Intervention by the United States. 
It is possible, therefore, to con- 
strue our foreign policy as cen- 
trally and essentially a crusade 
against Communism. 

Sncb an analysis, however, has 
one basic flaw.- it falls to es- 
tablish an adequate motivation 
for tbe vast stnicmre of InsU- 
tmlons which constitute ourCom- 
munlst -fighting apparatus. 

Antl-0>mmunlsm may be the 
point and purpose of the lives of 
some individuals, but without 
committing a gigantic anchropo- 
morphlsatlon we can't explain 
the existence of a gigantic in- 
stitutional complex as havir.g a 
continuity with the rest of the 
instltutior.a; structure of our so- 
ciety, or at least with the more 
central and powerful pens of that 
strucmre. 

A clue to discovering this con- 
tinuity Is provided by further 
analysis of the situations in which 
«ir anti-Communism manlfesu 

Itself In militaty or submsfve 

actions. 

A theme emerges: the U.S 
typically has more than a politi- 
cal or military relation with the 
countries in which these actions 



occur. It has eronomic relatiiws 
as well. 

The light which guides thefor- 
maten of economic rdatloas od 
die part of a capitalist nation 
such as ours is profit. 

Tbe nanixe of a relationship 
d^wods OB the nature of tiie 
gMy it relates. The continued 
prn flr a hll l ty of our economic re- 
lations depends not Just on the 
structure of our society, but also 
on that of the societies to which 
we are economically related. 

Specifically, this profitabliicy 
would be threatened by any 
system or government which 
would not permit Itself to be 
exploited in economic relations. 

In the face of revolutionary 
movements, a local ruling class 
has uaslcally these alternatives: 
to share Its position of exploltii^ 
Us own population with a coun- 
try strong enough to k»ep it tn 
power, or to t^mimh to Th p 
revolution. 

The United States and local 
ruling groups thus manage to see 
eye-to-eye. Tbe United Sutes 
has an econwnlc interest in main- 
taining the political power of 
the rulers, and the niiers have 



a political interest in aUowt 
*e United States to exploi ,e 
and people of their 



A revolution. In deposing tfi" 
present rulers and altering tte 
structure of society, would pu 
an end to this happy slmatlor 
Its success as a revolution de- 
pends on maintaining the popu- 
lar support. 

Support is no: likely to x 
forthcoming from a popuia-.io; 
which continues to live inmiser 
due to local or International ex- 
ploitation. Thus revolutlo- 
threatens not just local tulers 
but our economic interests, for 
a revolutionary government 
would abolish the exploitative 
economic reiuloas now main- 
tained In favor of tbe United 
States. 

This analysis has the mod- 
vatlooai impact that the mere 
and-ConmpuBlsm thesis lacks. 
It ralums the structure of anti- 
Cenununism to tbe United States 
fanslness establishment, the mos: 
powerful element In U.S. society 
and one whose central motivation 
is known quite well: profit.

I dull discuss dw educational 
crisis—If, indeed, there is a 
crisis in education in Florida 
today — as seen throu^ the 
jaundiced eyes of a Conservative 
Republican. 

The Quality Education Com- 
mission, came up with plans for 
reorganization which the Gover- 
nor recommended to the Legis- 
lature Monday. These Included 
consolidation of cenain small 
school districts, establishment of 
statewide kindergarten program, 
year-round, utilization of the ed- 
ucation facilities, a uniform ac- 
counting system and centralized 
tjurchaslnic. 

In the area of restructuring 
Gov. Kirk followed most of the 
Commission's recommenda- 
tions; however, in the area of 
financing education the Governor 
requested over MOO million while 
the Commission's figure was 
>300 mUlion. To pay for this 
new money the Governor had to 
go back on his campaign pledge 
of "no new taxes" in order to 
implement his other pledge of 
making Florida a leader in ed- 
ucation. Our Governor intends to 
overcome this impasse by plac- 
ing the new taxes and the restruc- 
turing of the educational system 
in the form of a referendum* in 
order that the people of Florida 
ma\ speak on this important 
question. 

1 feel the Governor m.na? Bii- 
er»l good points in his speeclji 
such as the fact that even th0U|^ 
Florida is 29th out of 50 States 
in size of per capita Income, the 
average instructional salary- 
level In Florida 1967 was > 
which is onh $44 below the 
national average instructional 
salary level of $7,129. He staged 
that the current framswjrk has 
serious inadequacies to the ex- 
tent Uiat additional funding would 
no- be fully or properly used. 

The reaalon anong the leg- 
ielators was varied. The Demo- 
crats disliked the idea Immed- 
tatdy but when questioned about

lar session. Several G.OJ>. Sen- 
ators said that tfioaeSenators and 
Representatives who voted toup- 
hold the vetoes should be al- 
lowed to stand for reelection so 
that the people could speaK. 1 
personalh feel that this may be 
the best approach. If die polls 
are correct, the odds are ^ 
that for the next session fliere 
will be even more RepubUcans. 
I think for this praalcal poUtl- 
cal reason very Htrle will be 
accomplished in the current spe- 
cial session despite the domin- 
ated legislature will give the Gov- 
ernor every thing he asks for ex- 
cept the referendum. He will be 
forced to veto this and yen 
likely the Republican Senators 
wUl uphold this veto. The ses- 
sion vrill end In this deadlock and 

die teadiers will strike.

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EDITORIAL 

The present plight of the university system in 
Florida was amply summed up by a Florida Alli- 
gator headline on Monday: "We need help." We 
do. If FSU is to keep abreast of the normal in- 
crease in enrollment, 124 new faculty positions must 
be filled; if FSU is to continue paying faculty sal- 
aries equivalent to those of other universities of 
its size, another $330 per faculty member per year 
must be found. 

State support of tlie university system has hardly 
been generous, considering the burdens imposed on 
the imiversity system, even though the total cost 
must seem large to those not familiar with the 
grim realities of educational costs. Recently, Dr. 
Michael Kasha, Director of the Institute of Molecu- 
lar Biophysics and one of FSlTs most distinguished 
professors, pointed out that the Institute had re- 
ceived over $5 million in support from the Atomic 
Energy Commission, while the state contributed 
$450,000 in the same period. 

This is absurd. It is not, unfortunately, an iso- 
lated fact. One professor^ lab in the new chemis- 
try graduate research building may contain 3 to 
four hundred thousand dollars' worthof major equip- 
ment, all of which was paid for by federal grants. 
So long as Washington is in a beneficent mood, 
this permits continued growth, although it is not 
healthy growth, especially since the secretaries, 
technicians and the other personnel needed to keep 
the system nmning, are often paid from federal 
grants also. 

Just how unhealthy this system can be is now be- 
ing demonstrated as the magical flow of federal 
funds is being reduced or cut off. It seems clear 
that the state needs to meet its obligations of pay- 
ing faculty members full time instead of using 
grants as a convenient siunmer salary source. 

It seems clear that the state needs to meet its 
obligations of paying key secretaries and techni- 
cians—support personnel is the current euphemism 
--directly instead of making them dependent on 
federal funds. The state and the university system 
have a direct interest in this support: suppose a 
man's grants are frozen, and his technicians go 
unpaid; how long will he remain at FSU or UF? 

^Tiile considering paying staff personnel in the 
university system, the legislature might keep one 
lesson from private enterprise (and private univer- 
sities) in mind: it is far more efficient to have a 
few highly paid, competent employees than to have 
a mass of low-paid, incompetent employees, such as 
now encumbers the university system. And the rest 
of state government. 

We have never understood why it is publicly 
acknowledged that private enterprise should pay 
well and thus demand competence, while govern- 
ment, at any level, should pay poor salaries and 
suffer incompetence as a result.. It is long past 
time that this idiocy ceased in Florida. 



Knowledge of Law Brings 
New Surge of Student Powei 



In September of 1966 Florida 
State University opened a Cbl- 
lege of Law, admitting approxi- 
mately 125 students to Its char- 
ter class. 

In June of 1967 Student Body 
President Gene Steams and Chief 
Justice Vlnce Rio, recognizing 
that the Student Judicial System 
was in dire need of reorganiza- 
tion and revltallzation, approach- 
ed Bob Bickel, the number one 
student In the charter law dass, 
and asked him to assume diepoal- 
tlon of Solicitor General for the 
Student Cburts. 

Bickel, despite receiving no 
encouragement from the law 
school faculty, acc^ted the chal- 
lenge. He b^im by studying past 
procedures and rulings of the 
student courts. 

At first glance it became ap- 
parent that the system in the 
past had been woefully Inade- 
quate in Its protection of the 
rights of students accused of 
serious violations such as cheat- 
ing, plagiarism and theft. Work- 
ing wldi Rio, adcel interested 



several law students in serving 
as staff prosecutors and defense 
counsels for the Honor Court. 
The period of law school involve- 
ment in student aflaln had be- 
gun. 

In July, Bickel. Rio and Doug 
Morford, another diarter class 
law student, began work on a 
massive reocyanlzation of stu- 
dent courts, the final result of 
wUdi was the "Judicial Revision 
Bill" passed by stodeitt bod^ 
re f erendum in Octri)sr. 

The dianffis in the system were 
indeed i^eat, but they were long 
overdue. 

With all Changs there are bound 
to be problems, the greatest 
problem beingone of communica- 
tion, or rather, lack of commun- 
ication. Tlie initial reaction was 
to be anticipated. It was one of 
great skepticism ... on the part 
of the administration, and on 
the part of the student body .

It is playing a 
ing role in providing us wlA nie 
beginning of true student con- 
trol of our own affairs. The 
motive for law school involve- 
ment goes far beyond the mere 
gaining of experience. It goes 
directly to the role of law In 
society: the protection of in- 
dividual rights. In this case stu- 
dent rights. 

Subsequently history may well 
indicate that the establishment of 
one small college, with but a 
handful of students, was the key 
to the development of student 
power at PSU.

Recent changes in the organ- 
ization and scope of FSL"s In- 
terfraternity Council are doing 
much to make It a more dynamic 
and influential governing body 
for the men of the 22 national 
social fraternities which It rep- 
resents. 



New Constitution 



"IPC's greatest change lies 
' in the constitution we adopted 
last November," IFC President 
Paul Leach said. 

Special features in the consti- 
oitlon Include an expanded exec- 
utive board Including the presi- 
dent, vice presldeit for judicial 
affairs, vice presidentfor admin- 
istration, vice president for 
financial affairs and political and 
public relations director. 



NIC Convention 

Representing IFC at tbe 59th 
Natlmial Inteifratemlty Con- 
ference In New York last fall 
were Assistant Dean of Men Rob- 
ert Pekarek, Leach, Ken Palmer^ 
IFC vice president for judicial 
affairs and Rich Tesch, IFC 
vice president for financial af- 
fairs. 

Tbe theme of the conference 
was "The Changing Educational 
World— Making the Most of Our 
ORwrtunlties." Seminar ses- 
sions were also held at tbe-four- 
day convention. 



a major accomplishment of IFC 
this year. According to the con- 
stitution, all fraternities are re- 
quired to have a complete audit 
of their books by a professional 
accoumlflg firm. 

The results of this audit are 
to be submitted to IFC by May 
30 every year, and will go on 
file In the office of the Adviser 
to Student Activities and Organ- 
izations. 



Rush 

Rush, a major area of concern 
to IFC this year, has seen re- 
sults this quaner from the con- 
stitutional changes made lastfall. 
Rushees are advised, but not 
required, to visit all fraterni- 
ties before making their choice. 

Another significant change is 
listed in the constitution: "It is 
the responsibility of each frater- 
nity to Invite rushees to pre- 
ferential parties and initiate tbe 
bid to pledge." 

This chfmge eliminates "card- 
matching* sessions in the IPC 
offices which sometimes result- 
ed In many complaints from Isoth 
fraternities and nisbees."

Fraternity Housing 

"Housing Is IPC's most presB- 
ing problem at this time," 
Leach said recently. "Not all 
fraternity men realize the dan- 
ger they're in. I want to empha- 
size to all fraternity men that 
they're being leaned on pretty 
hard. 

"As of July 15, this year, 
all university -owned houses must 
have 90 per cent occupancy — 
signed contracts and paid fees 
— or they (the Administration) 
will Stan raking away bouses.' 



NIC Suggestions 

NIC suggestions fall into four 
areas as outlined by L*ach, and 
are being used to help bolster 
current IPC projects. The areas 
and some of the suggestions In- 
clude: 

1. Scholarship — Ken Palmer 
and Bob Kellum are working 
on an interfraternity tutoring 
project In which fraternity men 
having trouble with a course will 
meet with a professional tutor 
paid by IFC. 

2. Public Relations— Palmer 
Williams, director of political 
and public relations for IPC, 
Is organizing a proposed Pra- 
ternlty-Leglslators' Recognition 
Day In which IFC would honor 
all FSL" frateralry alumni con- 
nected with the Legislamre. 

3. Co-operative Buying Plan 
—Rich Tesch, IPC representa- 
tive for the plan which Is ad- 
ministered by fraternity alumni, 
brought back si^estimis for a 
business manager. 

"A business manager would 
enable fraternities on campus to 
receive discounts on everything 
from peanut butter to air con- 
ditioners by coordinating their 
cooperative buying efforts," 
Tesch said. 

4. Alumni relations — Leach 
favors a tightly organized Alum- 
ni IFC which would be simi- 
lar to, though perhaps more in- 
fluential than, the existing Alumni 
Advisers' Organization. Ttese 
interested alwnnl could exert 
their influence in the fields of 
property acquisition, admini- 
stration and politics in nuich 
the same wqr they are woridng 
with the co-op plan.

IFC Rush Booklet 

Rush booklets prepared Dy in- 
dividual fraternities are no long- 
er In use; each fraternity this 
year had equal space in tbie IFC 
rush Dooklei. 

IPC tries to act as an impar- 
tial adviser to rushees, telling 
them what to look for in a fra- 
ternity. The booklet gives therri 
a general picture of expenses, 
housing. Intramural, social and 
academic activities. Individual 
fraternities use their space to 
"sell" the rushee on their re- 
spective fraternities, stressing 
strong points in each chapter. 

Fraternities benefited from the 
IFC booklet, since expenses of 
publishing an up-to-date rush 
booklet are very high, even pro- 
hibitive for some fraternities. 
The bill for their part in tbe 
IPC booklet is nominal in com- 
parison. At the same time, each 
fraternity is represented as It 
Is on the FSU campus, not as 
an integral part d the national 
&ratem% Btrucntre. 



Dean Pekarek 



"Dean (Robert) Pekarek's con- 
tributions to IFC can't be over- 
stressed. He has cooperated with 
the fraternities and has given 
them the chance to make their 
own Improvements," said Wil- 
liams, IFC director of pubUc 
relations. 

When Interviewed, Dean Pe- 
karek stated, "My main goal for 
the first (juarter was tostrength- 
en IFC; now together we can pro- 
ceed with the next goal: to 
strengthen tbe FSU frateniity 
system." 

What Next 

Several areas of concentration 
occupy the attention of IPC tbie 
quarter: 

1. Attaining regional recog- 
nition— Roger Valley is a can- 
didate for vice president of the 
Southeastern IFC and will nin 
for the office at the convention 
held later this month in Mobile. 
Ala. 

2. Establishing a Greek news- 
paper on a regularly-run basis. 
Williams, working with recently 
named editon Perry Wwt,»bapM : 



Land Question 

Leach continued, "We can't 
tie them (housing officials) down 
on an Issue on land. As far as 
I know, there are no legal bar- 
riers against buying land and 
tbe present faouMs." 

Most frateraity houses were 
built in 1949 and have not been 
enlarged to meet the needs of 
tbe growing airollment. 

"I realize the admlnlstraticm 
probably doesn't want to sell 
choice property, but it shmild 
be wiUlng to set aside some 
land," be continued. 

"They (the adminlstratlwi) 
should either tell us (fratemliles) 
we're not wanted, or he^ us set 
aside some land.' 



Rumors Circulated 



"Last year rumors circulated 
to the effect that the university 
has set aside a plot behind the 
KA and ATO lots; the rumor 
died over the summer and has 
not been heard again," Leach 
said. 



Questions Raised 

In the event the admLiistra- 
tlon decides to reclaim the fra- 
ternity houses as of July IS, 
two questions will be raised. 

First, what will tbe univer- 
sity do with tbe houses? Varimis 
international groups and scholar- 
ship foimdations are pmmts^ 
for bonaea, and no doubt aeveral 
will be i»ed In thla way, but 
what about tbe rest? Approx- 
imately 11 fraternities live in 
University owned houses. Some 
or most will have 90 per cent 
occupancy, but the university 
might quite possibly be faced 
with five empty houses. 

Sec on d , what happens to thf 
men who have signed housing c j:.- 
tracts with the university? As 
a part of their contract, the 
university obligates itself to 
house them, but can put them 
anywhere. 



Pressing Problems 

A rumor that the ATO's had 
lost their house to the TEF's 
oecause of Insufficient occupancy 
was widely circulated on campus 
recently. 

When questioned on thla rumor. 
Leach stated, "It Is completely 
unfounded; that's all I can say. 
I wonder how It started, and es- 
pecially why these two frater- 
nities were mentioned." 

ATO reporter John Twltchell 
said, "The rumor was first 
heard at the ATO house as a 
joke on themselves, then spread 
like wildfire."

Certainly the arrest of four FSU students charged 
with smuggling pot across the border from Mexico 
will add fuel to the fire and further confirm the 
Regents philosophy of "the only good university is 
a docile university." 

As outstanding Floridians whose special interest 
is the education of its young citizens, the Regents 
hardly appear to espouse the cultivation of an aca- 
demic or intellectual atmosphere on campus. For 
example, Regent Henry Kramer told the university 
presidents Monday that it is their "duty" to "fer- 
ret out" marijuana and to " police and police more 
diligently" to this end. The Regents have obviously 
concluded that university administrators are an 
extension of the state police force. 

Such tactics would only create a type of campus 
Gestapo and instill deep resentment and possibly 
even fear in the students. Is this the academic 
climate the Regents desire? 

To compound the Regents' strong directive, Dr. 
Clarence Menser denounced USF's recent panel dis- 
cussion "Why Not Pot?" The panel explored both 
sides of the marijuana issue. Menser called the 
panel a product of a "deluded individual". 

Academic freedom is the product of a deluded 
Individual? It has always been our contention that 
such discussions and explorations of a contro- 
versial subject led to a better understanding of the 
topic and consequently helped students to form an 
opimon based on conq)lete information. Evidently 
Dr. Menser believes otherwise. 

Dr. Louis Murray continued Menser's incredible 
line of thinking in saying that a panel showed two 
sides, and as far as pot was concerned, there was 
ordy one side of the question on the campus since 
the law forbids the use of marijuana. 

Perhaps the Regents should review American

If there must be 
a sales tax Increase, I per cent 
increase would be enough. It is 
estimated this would bring in 
an additional $118 million. 

Although most people cUalike 
a state income tax, I feel It is 
fslr and needed. The state income 
tax I am apetHdag of Is differ- 
ent firom Che Fedaral income 
tax wlilchiaonagraduatiiv scale. 
There is no reason wliy we could 
not have a "strai|^* income 
tax of 1 per cent. By this, the 
rich and poor would both onl\ 
pay 1 per cent of their total 
income, bringing in $55 million. 

A small corporate income tax 
could be levied without endanger- 
ing new business growth. Forty- 
one states already have a cor- 
porate income tax and only a 
1 per ont tax would brbm in 
111 million. 

I have a reservatlo: a 
severence tax on minerals, which 
In Florida means mainly phos- 
phate. It was pointed out to me 
by a Tampa senator that our 
phosphate industry must compete 
with other parts of the world 
where there are no severence 
taxes, ajt many people in this 
state feel that the industry should 
pay for the natural resources 
they are taking from Florida. Un- 
fonunately, even the 5 percent 
Kirk suggested would only bring 
In $8 million. 1 feel 2 per cent 
should be the maximum, which 
woidd oidy be |23 mOUon. 



I have no fight with the Gov- 
ernor's additional 5 cents on 
a pack of clgarettes($38 million). 
If we add a 10 per cent increase 
on alcohol, this would be another 
$7.7 million. Anyone who can 
afford these items, can affortJ to 
help pay for education. 

I have been using :he Gover- 
nor's Education Commission's 
figures, and If they are correct 
these additional taxes brliK a 
total of $232.9 mUllon, or W.7 
mUlion short of the Democratic 
expenditure figures. To make ia> 
the difference I suggest a state 
lottery. Since Bollta haa been 
prosperous in this state for 50 
years, the state could nm a 
lottery and channel dlis money 
toward education instead of il- 
legal gambling Imerests talcing

As you may - or may not 
recall, hi last week's column the 
education problem was settled to 
my satisfaction. The only ques- 
tion that remained after Governor 
Kirk made his recommendations 
to the Legislature was the small 
matter of finding $326,000,000 to 
implement his program and keep 
the state's teachers from rising 
up Ir ani.ed rebellion. 

if you have ever seen the 
Florida Education Association 
commercials on television or 
have i>een cornered by a school 
teacher, they always tell of the 
state's dollar expenditure per 
pupU as compared to Alabama. 
Arkansas, and Idaho's state con- 
tributions per pupil. What they do 
not point out is the contributions 
by the individual ^ftwnTlan for 
education are higher than hi toy 
other Southern state. 

This high contribution by 
Florida's 67 counties has lad- 
more than anything else-to the 
current Special Session on Ed- 
ucation. The Idea of "property 
tax relief" Is mors tuportant to 
most legislators thso the "quaint, 
far-out" «yf«Tifip g{ MMirif — 
Florida firat In education. 

The tniy method that Is avall- 
•Ws 10 a eonnty or municipality 
to acqulrs tax money is the pn>- 
l«ty tax. hiAe peat five years 
the property tax of most Florida 
counties has more than doubled 
and mlllage rates have soared. 
The legislators have become 
of this problem of ex- 
cessive property taxes. Can- 
didates from both parties ran 
on the platform of Immediate 
" propeny tax relief." To solve 
both of these problems the state 
should assume a greater per- 
centage of the cost of financing 
education and at the same time 
limiting the county fundiiw at 
education to 25 percent with fS 
percent paid by the state. 

The first method of raising the 
326 million dollars could be 
through a sales tax. Currently 
I the citizens pay 3% or s cent* ^ 
on the dollar with jriirai Isi, 
drugs, and many other exemp- 
tions. The Governor st«Resced 
that this be raised to 4 percen- 
and have no exemptions except 
for drugs or raise it to Sperceat 
and exempt groceries and dngg. 

Annther tax reconuaaaded by 
the Governor Is to Increase the 
tax on alcoholic bsmifes nd 
cigarettes.(Bad ntm for indat 
conacious stndeDts). 

Several memben ef thsDsmo- 
cratic leadersh^ have recem- 
ixnded a state Inceme tax of 
from 2 psreau t« 3 peccant. 
Fortunately, there Is a CMistl- 
twuaal ban on tiM lamositlon of 
a state Incoaw tax. 
Democma Is a aeverance tax 
on mlnecals such aa phosphate, 
Itoie stoae, and timber. This 
tax would handicap the Florida 
based corporations since the 
other states with which Florida 
cmnpetes for business and pay- 
rolls levy no severance taxes. 

In concluding I personally feel 
that an increase In the sales 
tax to 5 percent would cost the 
average Florida citizen the least 
In the long run becauae the 20 
million tourists who visit Florida 
annually would pay approximately 
30 percent of this ux. This sounds 
like the " moat economical" 
method at raiaii« the money that 
is needed foredocatiaBlnFlKlda 
today.

EDITORIAL

Regardless of the Regents' intolerance of stu- 
dents' verbal advocation of the use of marijuana, 
we must defend freedom of speech on the campus 
as a tool of academic search and expression. For 
this reason, we will support wholeheartedly any 
students who wish to talk favorably about the use 
of the controversial "weed.*' 

Although existing laws prohibit the use of mari- 
juana or the distribution of it, medical studies have 
proved that pot is similar to alcohol in the effects 
which it produces. In fact, it might be said that pot 
is even less harmful than alcohol because it is not 
physically -habit forming whereas alcohol can be. 
From a practical point of view, marijuana does 
not leave a "hangover" feeling. 

In recent years, there have been movements, 
particularly among college students, to erase these 
laws and legalize marijuana. Supporting arguments 
include the premise that students of legal age 
should be able to decide for themselves whether 
or not to indulge in the hallucinatory drug. 

To us, this seems an ideal solution to a problem 
which has brought many headaches to college ad- 
ministrators and professors. At least it would bring 
the issue home to the individual—where it belongs. 

Prohibition is a good illustration of a matter of 
personal taste which was legislated by the govern- 
ment. When public dissatisfaction indicated a change 
was necessary, the prohibition of alcohol was re- 
pealed. Perhaps the same wUl be true of the mari- 
juana laws. At least it is an idea worth exploring— 
if the Regents will allow it.

Did you ever Imagine that St.

And some- 
how, this holiday of Lupercalia 
became also the right time for 
young people to cho >se theirpart- 
ners for the year. It became a 
sweetheart's holldai. 

When Rome became Qirls- 
tianized, the early church fathers 
wisel> refrained from abolishing 
man> of the Roman holidays. The> 
tried to eradicate the pagan su- 
perstitions by retaining the cere- 
monies but modlQdng die signifi- 
cance. 

Those festivals most favoKd 

oy the people, St. Valentine's 
Day among them, were kept as 
ChrisUan holidays by changing 
thefr names and thefr meanings. 

The name of the festival of 
Feb. 14 was changed from Lu- 
percalla, held In honor of Lu- 
perus, to St. Valentine's Day, 
held in honor of two Chrlidan 
martyrs. 

One of the Valentines was a 
bishop of Rome who stood stead- 
fast to the faith dun.-ig the Clau- 
dian persecutions. For this he

TV Censorship 

The Board of Regents has provided a sequel 
to its amazing denunciation of freedom of speech 
and discussion regarding marijuana last week. 
This time, however, the ban has been extended 
to war films, such as Felix Greene's "Inside 
Vietnam" which the Regents ordered canceled be- 
fore its second showing on WFSU- TV last week. 

According to the Regents, students should not 
be allowed to discuss subjects such as 
because there are not two sides to the 
pot is illegal and that is the only side to be dis- 
cussed, period. 

How can the Regents justify the censorship 
of films? We know of no legislation making war 
illegal; hence the Regents cannot object on that 
score. The film cannot be consittered a strict 
anti-war film, either, since both sides to the con- 
troversial Vietnam conflict are discussed at length- 
and in great detail in the 50-minute discussion 
following the film. 

lYet the Regents ordered the film canceled with- 
out even consulting the Public Forum Committee, 
which was established here for the very purpose 
of reviewing potentially controversial material. 
Since the Regents took action on the matter, the 
Flambeau has since learned that the committee 
members had votedunanimously to support a second 
showing cf the film. 

WFSU-TV is licensed by the Board of Regents 
but operated by the University as an educational 
television and radio station. Normal fare on tele- 
vision stations is the conventional, all-American 
approach to war as an evil necessary to protect 
democracy. Recent efforts to show war from the op- 
posite viewpoint have met with much criticism, 
chiefly from super-patriots and anti-violence ad- 
vocates. But this is education. Would the Regents 
deny the policies written in their own operating 
manual? For example: 

"In the development of knowledge, research en- 
deavors, and creative activities, a university faculty 
and student body must be free to cultivate a spirit 
of inquiry and scholarly criticism and to examine 
ideas in an atm<»i^re of freedom and confi- 
dence. ..The university student must likewise have 
the opportunity to study a full spectrum of ideas, 
opinions, and beliefs, so that he, may acquire mat- 
urity for analysis and judgment..." 

To deny these principles in the operation of 
WFSU-TV is to create little more than a propa- 
ganda outlet for the "acceptable" sides of a con- 
troversial issue— "acceptable" to be determined 
by the Regents, of course. 

We are now faced with a more important issue, 
however. What stand will the University tateonthe 
R^ents' action? 

It is embarrassing to abide by the "laws" of the 
Regents mdien those laws blatantly violate the 
essence of an academic institution. How much longer 
must the University suffer this embarrassment? 

It is time to meet the challenge presented by 
the Regents. It is time for tiie University to de- 
fend the backbone of academiic expression andfree- 
dom. It is time to halt the trend taken toward sub- 
standard education in Florida. And there is the rub: 
does the

Flambeau Editor Kathy Urban 
had been instructed by the BOSP 
to rewrite the editorial and do- 
cument the charges made against 
Dean of Men Hert Reinhard. The 
revised copy was to be submitted 
to Boyles for approval. If not 
approved by him. the editorial 
wu to be returned to the Board 
forfurdier consideration. 

ConfUaing legal opinions were 
aiced during discussion of the 
editorial. Boyles said the editor- 
ial had been Judged "libelousper 
ae" by an attorney whom he had 
consulted.

An official statement of policy 
regarding the Young Liberals' 
anti-war march, scheduled for 
the day of Vice President Hubert 
Hun^)hrey's FSU visit, has been 
formulated and released by tlie 
groi9. 

The demonstration will beheld 
Ihursday, Feb. 29, when Humph- 
rey will visit FSU for a pand 
quesilon-and-answer session. 

In a leaflet distributed to li- 
beral groiqps throughout the state 
earlier dila week, the group out- 
lined three reasons for the de- 
monstration. , . r-ci ■ 
The leaflet asserts that FSL 
is a privileged sanctuary for the 
representadves of the status <*», 
trtiile being off limits for op- 
posing points of view." 

Last week's Board of Regents 
acdon banning die Felix Greene 
fflm "North Vietnam" from 
WFSU-TV was dted as die most 
recent manifestation of dief'prl- 
vUeged sancturuy" «atusof 
FSU. 

"Actions of die federal gov- 
ernment in threatening and en- 
couraging the supresaion of al- 
ternative views" was mention^ 
as the second reason tor the de- 
monstration. The stateme nt coiH 
tlnued, "Humphrey Is a repre- 
sentative of that govemmeol,and 
in fact one of the foremost in 
implying that IntelUgence in po- 
litics is unpatriotic." 

"Recognition of urgent neea 
tor constructive change ' was 



cited as die final reason for 

the protest. Lfespite die "wide- 
spread disagreement" among 
members of the Liberals, Uiey 
stated unity "In protest against 
the federal gowrMBSBt'si^'esenl 

policies." 
No specific altemativepollcies 

were offered as an offlcal view. 

Instead, " during thedemonstr^ 
tion anyone who feels qualifiM 
is welcome to apeak onthewar, 

or other topics In an open forum, 
the leaflet states. 

The legal rl^^ts of the pro- 
test without "violent aaion or 
civil disobedience" was sub- 
ject of comment in the leaflet. 
Several weeks ago Dean Carey 
stated such a demonstration was 
within the students' rights. 

right to voice objealons to po- 
licies or issues as long as they 
do not interfere with other mem- 
bers of dwudvnsl^oomBimdty, 

A tentative schedule for the 
day of the demonstration was also 
Included in the mall-out: at 11 
B.m. a brief meeting of the re- 
presentatives of aU groups is 
planned to make final strategy 
preparations; at 1 p.m. marchers 
are to meet In front of the Psy- 
chology Building; atl:30p.m. they 
move to Wescott lawn; at 2 p.m. 
the demonstration begins; at 3 
p.m. a "Huberi Humphrey Come- 
dy Special" will be performed.

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Marijuana, Its Consequences 
Called Serious by Dr. Gentry 



The use of the mild hallucin- 
ogen marijuana can cause serious 
and dangerous conse<?uences In 
both a physiological and socio- 
logical sense, according to Dr. 
Claude R. Gentry, director of 
FSU's Health Center. 

In the light of the recent arrest 
of four FSU itudents for posses- 
lion of marijuana In Laredo, 
Texas, Gentry was asked to com- 
ment on the effects of the use 
of the drug and the incidence 
''^ Its uie on the FSU campus. 

Gentry said that there had been 
no cases of students being brought 
to the Health Center under the 
Influence of marljuaria or any 
other halhiclnogen. But he con- 
tinued that the Health Center 
would only find out about such 
use if the effecu were bad, mcb 
as a bad LSD trip.

Turned Off 

Gentry expressed the opinion 
that peraons who ir* "turned 
on" with marljiuna or other 
hallucinogens are really effec- 
tively " turned off," In that they 
become more self centered and 
do not Interact with the rest of 
society. They form no affiliation 
with family, school, country or 
with religion other than the quasl- 
rellglon which furrounds the drug 
culttu*. 

He also noted escape Into the 
drug culture might be a substi- 
tute expression of inen.al ill;»ess, 
Since die withdrawal and aliena- 
tion symptoms are the same as 
those for certain mental dis- 
orders. 

Gentry speculated that the 
growing interest in the use of 



marijuana may be an out- 
growth of the use of alcohol 
and sex. These were used as 
forms of re-eUlon cf oihergene- 
ratioiifl , have now gained more 
widespread social acceptance, 
and no longer carry such a re- 
bellious connotation. However, 
he continued, the use of drugs 
is potentially a more dangerous 
form of rebellion than the use of 
alcohol. 

I he drugs marijuana and her- 
oin have no medical uses, he 
added. Heroin la a further re- 
fined form of the fwppy, from 
which the pain -killer morphine 
Is derived but it Is too addictive 
for medical use. He also said 
that to his knowledge, little suc- 
cess had been gained wlihtheuse 
of LSD in the treatment of men- 
tal Illness.

Dr. Harry Williams (rf Emory 
University has done research on 
the subject and found that mari- 
juana causes feelings of de- 
creased tension, a distortion of 
the time sense, and decrease of 
Inhibitions surrounding sex and 
aggression. 

In contrasting these effects to 
the effects of alcohol, the latter 
causes a decrease of tension, 
and as a sedative may cause 
a lack of judgment, but does 
not produce tne same dlstonlon 
of the sensations of time and 
space. It also does .not act as 
directly on the inhibitions. 

Gentry also said that wide- 
spread use of marijuana could 
prove to be more dangerous than 
the use of alcohol. 



Institute in Fall 
To Fill Shortage 
In Counselors 

A program designed to help 
fill the shonage of elementary 
school counselors In the south- 
eastern United States will get 
under way here In September. 

The Institute for the Training 
of Elementary School Coun- 
selors, which will be held from 
Sept. 17 to Aug. 19 , 1969, la 
Demg financed by a $231,000 
grant under the National Defense 
Education Act. 

Dr. Vernon E. Moeller, assis- 
tant professor In the department 
td counselor education at Florida 
State, is in charge of the Institute. 

Eighteen graduate students, 
prlmarUy from Flerlds, Georgia 
and Alabama, will participate In 
the study, which is the only 
one of its kind In tbs southeast. 
^They wUI be c h o — fro m teacher 
or counselor groups. 

Students at the Institute will 
study In the fields at psychology, 
sociology and family life educa- 
tion, in which tbi^ wUl earn 
wasters' degrees. The grant pro- 
vides for each student to be paid 
I a week plus $15 for each 



&udent8 recelvlqg financial aid 
at Florida State this school year 
lost over $500,000 when state 
universities changed to the quar- 
ter system and raised tuition, 
accoidlng to James B. Puxyear, 
FSU financial aid director. 

The financial aid funds In- 
creased more than $500,000 over 
the pas: year, ::ut ground was 
lost ir. the figh- agaList spirallr.g 
college cos:s. The change to :he 
quarter system raised the college 
costs of each of the 3,000 Florida 
State students receiving financial 
aid by $350 per year. This In- 
crease is due to the added living 
costs of a school year lengthened 
by almost two months and to the 
annual tuitlim Mice for Florida 
residents. 

Last year a Florida resident 
paid $260 for two trimesters of 
study. He now pays $375 for three 
quaners of study. In which he 
earns the same amount of credit 
toward graduation as he did on 
the trimester system. 

The cost rise.a total of $2 
million to the students receiving 
financial assistance, more than 
canceled out the increase In 
Florida State's financial aid funds 
and actually represented a net 
total loss of $500,000 to the needy 
students. 

Present estimated minimum 
cost for a year's study (three 
quaners) at Florida State is 
$1,700 for a Florida resident 
and $2,300 for an out- cf -state 
KudMK. These costs are mJnl- 



noam figures for students living 
en campus and eating on the 
uiilverBlty*s food plan. 

A recent snrvey of freshmen 
and Junior college transfer stu- 
dents entering FlorldsStstsfound 
that 46.4 per cent of diefiresb- 
men and 52 per cent of the 
entering junior college students 
came Seem families earning less 
than $10,000 annually. Studenu 
from below that Income level 
generally require some form of 
financial asslatsDce. 

Puryear saidtie had a constant 
nsed for additional funds for grant 
and loan programs and he has had 
to turn down about 300 needy 
students since the beginning ef the 
year.

FSU's ; isketDdll troi^e Is about to 
cq>tiir« ixa 17th victory and thus qualify (In all likeliJiood) for a 
post-season tournament. In the seemingly unimportant game at 
Jadcsemnlle tonight, a win by Hugh Durham's Seminoles would 
ensure a showy 17-5 mark for the Feb. 20 date when bids can be 
given. 

Assuming all goes well at Jax, Coach Durham will walk Into the 
office Monday morning knowing that both NCAA and NIT tourna- 
ments are considering his team for a March Invitation. Durham 
will turn wheeler-dealer at that point, and pndiiably try to play the 
potential NCAA bid Into an NIT invitation. 

It may seem strange that the Tribe would prefer NIT competition 
to the more prestigious NCAA. However, bear in mind that the en- 
tire MT tournament is held In New York, while theNCA^L opening 
round (for FSU) would be In Kent.

The NIT would probably Include such teams as Army. St. Johns. 
New Mexico State. Bradley, LIU, Loyola and Drake. This Is a tough 
n^^l '^'^^^ ^ studded as the NCAA's conference champions. 

(UCLA. North Carolina, Drake, Princeton, Ohio State and Kentucky 
are likely winners). Non-conference NCAA particteantf are net fish 
either; they probably wlU include Houston, Marauette and St Bon-

FSU, of course woi-M be one of the non-c»nfarfflice selections 
representmg the southeast region. If the Tribe goes to the NCAA 
its opponent on March 9 would be the winner of eldur the Ohio 
Valley or Mid-America conference.

It is appropriate to indicate opposition to Amer- 
ican policies to a representative of the administra- 
tion which formulates them. 

We feel it is commendable that those on campus 
who wish to protest the war in Vietnam have found 
a sensible and peaceable means to raster their 
disfavor with current policies in Southeast Asia. 

Of the two demonstrations which have been pre- 
cipitated by Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey's 
in^nding visit to Florida State, we feel the silent 
vigil on Landis Green preceding his arrival is 
definitely preferable to the violent and often chaotic 
demonstrations carried out at other sclKKds.' 

The silent vigil affords a civilized, non- disruptive 
means of protest. If the 500 predicted participants 
show up at the appointed time between 1 p.m. and 
1:30 p.m. next Thursday, the protest will be Just 
as effective and impressive —probably more so— 
than airjr noisy, disorderly demonstration which us- 
ually succeeds only in drawing policemen and ed- 
itorial criticism against the demonstrators and like- 
wise their cause. 

Most important, the silent vigil will not put the 
Vice President or the University in an embarrassing 
position while it accomplishes its purpose. Students 
and faculty members who participate in the vigil 
will have thus shown they have respect for the office 
of the Vice President, if not the person filling it.

Recently^ as a result of my 
involvement with Spectrum at 
the Wesley Foundation. I have 
become genuinely interested in 
the function of the National Stu- 
dent Association on this campus. 
And as It turns out, there is not 
any such thing as a fltoctiOB of 
NSA on this campus. 

Yes, we did send delegates to 
the 19lh Annual NSA Congress 
held last August: and yes, we 
did send delegates to the Student 
Power Conference in Washington 
more recently; and yes, we have 
paid out dues and will probably 
pay morevery soon— but 90 what? 

Any beneflM (and I personally 
believe there are many of them) 
we could have derived out of our 
membership In NSA hsve not been 
fonhcoming. The reason whya|>- 
pears to be very sln^. Due to 
an oversight on somebody's pan 
In Student Government, an NSA 
coordinator wu not jfipolnled 
for dils academic year. Without 
a ooonUnator, any services and 
resources the student body could 
have taken advantage of from NSA 
have been lost. 

Well, as It turns out, NSA 
(as a result of the S^ectnnnino- 
gram Jan. 19) has become an 
issue in the Student Senate. Aa- 
1^ Immediately upon the re- 
qxNise of the participants In 
the %iectTum program, SG Vice- 
President Lyman Fletcher com- 
missioned a committee to study 
NSA, particularly In terms of 
monies o^ended and services 
received. 

I attended the meetings of that 
comnittee both times It me! fol- 
lowing the request of Lyman, 
and frankly, 1 was appalled at 
^at took place. To simplify 
matters, I'll enumerate as brief- 
ly as possible, the committee's 
proceedings which I witnessed: 

1. The first time the cotri- 
mittee (which has seven mem- 
bers) met. three members were 
present. 

2. The committee heard tes- 
timony from two witnesses, both 
knowledgeable on NSA but hard- 
ly representing a wide scope of 
opinion. 

3. The second time the com- 
mittee met, four of Its members 
were present (well, at least that's 

Q'.iorim). At This r^eetin? I 



addressed the committee, giving 
my views which I explained were 
onlv the result of research and 
not based on any e]q>erlence with 
.NSA other ' 
student. 



4. The committee decided to 
repon back to the Senate in the 
form of a bill, deleting the NSA 
portion of the SG stanues. (Hils 
was basically a conpromiae i>e- 
tween a positive bill, ofleilng a 
clearly defined NSA strucmra 
wldtfn SG, and an unfavorable 
reporti) 

Viewed as a whole, the com- 
plete affair seemed apathedcidly 
d^shod. Basing a committee 
report of any form on the tes- 
timony of only three people seems 
rather Inadequate to say the least. 
Ihe oomntlttee chairman had 
oever gone to the trouble of de- 
terminlog exactly how much 
money sad been spent on NSA. 
And most Importantly perhaps, 
it seemed a foregone conclusion 
from tiie start that as far as 
the committee was concerned, 
NSA was all bad--or at least 
not worth the expenditures on It 
date (how ever much they were!) 

Snap Judgments on a one-time 
experience are, of course, un- 
wise. One bad committee does 
not a ronen Senate make. And 
my own degree of Involvement 
in student affairs stands on Us 
very shaky non-record. Bit I'm 
certainly glad I'm not as im- 
pressionable as 1 vvis two years 
ago, or my first step into the 
glorious realm of student pol- 
itics would most certainly have 
been hastil;. followed by another 
one In the opposite dlreaion. 

Thanks to the support of Lyman 
Fletcher and those students who 
have shown a marked interest In 
the NSA Issue (Vince Rio, Susan 
Richardson and others), my en- 
thusiasm has been only slightly 
dampened and m y resolve to clar- 
ify the NSA fiinaion on Ais 
campus has been strengthened. 
The NSA as a vital and pro- 
ductive organization and the con- 
structive services U has to of- 
fer this campus still exist. Stu- 
dent Government must siirply 
recognize the positive nature of 
lu afflllatlon wldi NSA, and start 
re^jing Oe benefits.

On-Campu8 Psychiatrist 
Talks Out ProbI ems

"People are probably their own 
worst ens—ies in dealing with 
their environment and its 
Stresses. They go into the prob- 
lems instead of standifig back and 
lookinK at them." 

This was the summar\- offered 
by Dr. Phillip Rond, new campus 
piychlatrist at Florida State Uni- 
versity. 

Since his arrival at the conser- 
vative North Florida campus last 
month. Dr. Rond has determined 
that the Tallahassee campus as a 
society is "not especially un- 
healthv in any area. There is no 
particular stressful area to be 
isolated," the spectacled psy- 
chiatrist commented. 

A diplomat of the' American 
Board of Psychiatry and Neurol- 
ogy and a fellow of the American 
Psychiatric Association, Dr. 
Rond sees himself "as a prac- 
titioner of the scientific art of 
the healing of emotfmialilliiessea 
or traumas." 

In this light, he sees his pa- 
tients as students who "face acute 
Situational stresses with their 
own basic personalities which 
modlf) rhe success and/orfallure 
rate of therapy," 

"That's the story of life— 
yoii eithei make it or you don't 
make It with your own petaoa- 
ality," be continued. 

And most of die Florida State 
students seem (o make it. Ac- 
cording to Or. Rond. about 98 
or 99 per cent of the cases he 
deals witii "achieve good re- 
"sults." 

In the course of a regular 8- 
hour clinic day in the rwo- year- 
old University Health Center. Dr. 
Rend conducts psychotherapeutic 
sessions with individual patients 
back for rhe second or third 
time; meets new patients whose 
problems require urgent atten- 
tion; meets with university ad- 
ministrative people, such as dor- 
mitory counselors or fraternity 
and sororif,, housemothers, for 
discussions or lectures. 

Since most of the students who 
make appointments with him 
come voluntarily. Dr. Rond feels

this is "compllmentar\ to the 
student body," in that u takes a 
certain "degree of sophistication 
to recognize a probteni and seek 
help." 

In general, students seek pro- 
fessional help to deal with cases 
which fall Into three broad cate- 
gories: They are primarily "si- 
tuational stressproblems related 
to such things as : (1) academic 
achievement problems; (2) inter- 
personal relationsh4>s, such as 
problems of a boy-girl nature; or 
living together situations, SHCb 
as dormitory associates or 
roommates; (3) problem situa- 
tions related to borne, such as 
the illness of a mother or death 
of a brother." 

"Talking out" the problem Is 
the diitf method eniployed by 
Or. iUnd In hewing the atudentt 
solve these stiesaes. "Primarily 
the approach is a psychothera- 
peutic one" with a secondary 
enphasis on " mlnd-heallnc 
dit«s." 

"Psycho therapy is working 
throqgfa a resistance of some 
type. The technique is to help 
resolve the resistance to get rid 
of the stress." Fortun.itely, col- 
lege students are sufficiently 
young that they have "not had 
time to fix a psychotic approach 
to life ;r :he:r ,--erscr.3]:r;. make- 
up." For this reason they are 
more amenable to "taOdng out" 
their pi-oblems. 

Dr. Rond prefers to work out 
problemiS while the student con- 
tinues to attend class, but will 
not hesitate to admit ttie student 
to the University Health Center 
as an In-patlent for two or three 
days if he feels It Is necessary. 

Few students are sent to him 
for treatment orther^y. He does 
not encourage forced refemi 
since it somedmes cxeates"ia- 
surmountable resistance to 
therapy." 

"We do not find die adminis- 
tration using psydilatry in any 
kind of punidve manner," Dr. 
Rond said. All records are kept 
confidential "to die high*^ de- 
gree."

"No Silver Saints" is a plav 
which also has some relevance 
in its discussion of whether 
priests should marry, but this is 
so briefly touched on in the play 
that it becomes instgniflcant. 

Bet'.er than other recent pre- 
miere productions, "No Silver 
Saints" is given competent 
staging, a black Stage of varyli« 
levels with the color provided 
b\ the rich costumes of Univer- 
sity Theatre costumer Hailan 
Shaw.

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Honor Court: 
SG Backbone 



By far the most outstanding work in Student Gov- 
ernment this year has been accomplished by the 
judicial branch, and Chief Justice Vince Rio and 
Attorney General Doug Morford in particular. 

Now in the process of revising the Honor Code, 
Rio and Morford have attempted to bring due pro- 
cess into the university through the judicial re- 
vision, the new penal code, organized channels 
of appeals, and now an Honor Code i» accordance 
with the revisions alreacfy incorporated into Student 
Government. 

Such a concentration on judicial proceedii^s has 
met with some criticism from students who feel 
other programs have been neglected. We feel that 
the judicial branch is the only logical place to begin, 
for it provides the backboi^ upon n^ch to build 
other programs. 

For example, law students now participating in 
Honor Court trials have rejuvenated the entire system 
with their knowledge of the courts and how they 
shoud be run. This storehouse of knowledge has 
been tapped effectively, and the result has been 
the establishment of a court system wherein students 
receive the fullest possiljle protection of the law 
on campus, contrary to previous court procedures. 

Rio and Morford have also instigated a study of 
the problem of faculty members awarding an F to 
students even though they had been not C(»ivicted 
of cheating in court. 

This problem and the revised Honor Code were 
the main points in a bill introduced in Student Sen- 
ate yesterday by Sen. Rick Wade. Authored by Rio 
and Morford, the bill provides for a more fair 
trial, a more sensible Honor Code and a recourse 
for students who receive an F in a course and have 
not been convicted of cheating. 

It is through the diligence of Rio, Morford, and 
all members of the Honor Court staff that the judicial 
branch has gained respect among the faculty and 
students who have had acquaintance with it. 

A strong judicial system is the first step toward 
a strong Student Government, because the strength 
of government rests on judicial resolution and in- 
terpretation.

dering the officials in charge of 
selecting draftees. Saming the 
war on the Negro, they tortured 



and bung over 300 of chem. Droops 
and cannon of "Army of the Po- 
tomac" wstv Ksqulvsd iBiwRon 
order. 

In our own South, (at leaat MY 
own Soudi), dissenters were 
SO mudi in vogue throui^ut cer- 
tain anas as to have force suf- 
ficient to vepA Coufaderatie ef- 
forts to induct them into the 
army. dedlaTtag diemselvss in 
f svor of the IMon and turnlnf 
entire counties Into armed 
camps. The aute of West Vir- 
ginia was fcrmad liy dtssanrers 
opposed to thepeUctesof iheCep- 
federacy. 

Some dissenters don't even 
wait for the wars to start. After 
the Japanese bombed Pearl Har- 
bor, one sweet little lady who 
was a member of the United States 
Hcuse of Representatives voted 
against declaring war on Japanl 
I would have been Interested in 
hearing her alternatives. She was 
consistent though, because she 
had also voted against our en- 
tering World War 1 and recent- 
ly led a march protasdng the 
Vietnam war.

Fund Raising

\Mien will theUniversity recognize the right and 
ability of students to conduct their own affairs with 
the money allocated by the legislature for "Stu- 
dent Activities?" 

During the past year, it has become obvious 
that Dean of Men Herb Reinhard does not trust stu- 
dents to handle student activities, particularly where 
money matters are concerned. The running battle 
between Student Government and Westcott still goes 
on, with Reinhard the chief aggressor. 

During this year, Reinhard has insisted that he 
approve and sign all requisitions for students' or- 
ganizations' supplies, on the grounds that students 
in the past have "spent too much money." All 
students have been removed from the approved 
signature list for the first time. 

Not only does this deprive students of any say 
Mn the spendii^ of student activities funds, but it 
also appears to be poor management. No business 
following sound financial procedures permits dis- 
bursements on only one signature; yet this is the 
arrangment with Reinhard. 

.. Doesn't Reinhard have anything better to do than 
review requisition forms? Or has someone in West- 
cott finally realized the extent of his abilities? 

His title— Dean of Men—is a misnomer in two 
ways: first, the title of dean should be reserved 
for academicians, not administrators. 

S econdly,, tiie position of Dean of Men is actually 
that of assistant vice president in charge of student 
activities. In this capacity Reinhard's duties are os- 
tensibly to help students direct their own affoirs. 
Reinhard has apparently misunderstood his duties; 
instead of helping to direct, he appears to be usurp- 
ing student authority and directii^ activities him- 
self—or as close to it as he can come.

The Gators started the contest 
by Jumping to a quick 10-2 lead 
in the first four minutes.

One student 
commented, "The quality of ed- 
ucation at FSU Is non-existent, 
only quantity." 

A Similar statement was "We 
are being taught to memorize not 
understand. The learning process 
as such has been completely 
stifled." 

Students were not the only com- 
plalners. A comment made by one 
of the deans was that an addi- 
tional term meant, "another ad- 
ministrative unit with additional 
requirements for more record- 
keeping, aaalyilii ortentadon, 
etc." 

A solution offered by some 
students was five quarter hour 
credits instead of three. 

Not every re^ndent disap- 
proved of die quarter system. 
The words of one student were, 
"I like it." Another student said, 
"I can't imagine anyone's com- 
plaining that there is too much 
m.iterial covered in class. The 
mind Is very 'stretchable.'

Budget Blues 

The fate of Student Publications might be deter- 
mined in Student Senate this afternoon when the 
Student Activities Budget comes on the floor for 
discussion. A total package of $170,000 was re- 
quested to support the four student publications, 
but preliminary recommendations from the bud- 
get sub-committee have cut the figure back to 
$108,030, exactly what was allocated last year. 

The Flambeau has been hard hit with monetary 
problems tills year. A daily last year, the news- 
paper has cut back to three days a week for lack 
of funds. We were hopeful that Senate would 
grant the Flambeau enough funds to support a daily 
once again. The present situation is intolerable 
with no communications medium on canpis bet- 
ween Friday and Mondiy, thanks to an unreasonable 
contract with an Ocala printer. 180 miles away. 

If Senate accei^s the recommendation of the sub- 
committee, it will be cutting the Flambeau back to 
two days a week. The $108,030 last year was encum- 
bered for tiie Tally Ho, Smoke Signals and the 
Flambeau, which alone had requested $98,000 for 
operational costs. The Legend was reinstated by the 
Board of Student Publications and financed with 
money from the budgets of the other three pu- 
blications . 

If approved this year, that same $108,030 must 

^JT""" P^^^i^^ations and pay an additional 
$22,000 bill for administrative personnel added to 
the department since last July. In other words, 
only $86,000 wUl actually go into printing costs. 
The cost of printing the Flambeau daily runs in 
excess of $35,000. This figure does not include 
pre-prmting expenses, supplies, maintenance, sub- 
scription fees, salaries, travel, overhead, etc. 
Sufficient funds for tiie Flambeau alone out of this

school was esMblished l>ere In 1949. He was responsible for many progmsive trends at FSU, Including 
its post-war transition from Flsrfda State Colleie Cor Women. 

Dr. Moore Retires After 40yrs. 



Dr. Coyle E. Moore, dean of 
Che School of Social Welfare. wUl 
^icially retire March 1 after 
over 40 y«an as a teacher 
and administrator here. 

His successor will be Dr. Be r- 
hard Scber, formerly director 
of die West ^^riglnlB University 
social welfare department. 

Moore, 67, Johied the FSU 
faculty in 1928 and became dean 
of Social Welfare iriien the school 
was established in 1949. 

The graduate social work pro- 
gram, bq^an under Moore with 
a mere aix students. Now 225 
gradiate students are enrolled 
and 591 master's degrees have 
l>eai given here. 

" I reckon I'll be going to the 
dogs when I retire as dean,' 
Jokes Moore. He's a hunting af- 
ficlanado and levei horwback 
riding. 

Moore was among the key fi- 
gures in the transformation of 
F9CW to FSU and has been a pan 
of many sMte welfare programs 



Bora in 1900 in Waterloo, S.C.. 
he received his BS dq;x«e in 
plqrslcs from The Citadel in 1920. 
He did graduate work at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina an.: 
obtained his master's in sociol- 
ogy from there in 1925. His PhJJ 
degree In social work was ob- 
tained from the University of 
Chicago in 1928, the same year he 
came to FSCW as associate ]|^x>- 
fessor of sociology. 

[)urng the remainder of the 
fiscal year Moore wUl be on a 
special research project and fol- 
lowing that will study and re- 
search in two general areas, 
"the changing southern social 
scene" and "effective imder- 
graduate teaching." 

The latter has been of great 
Interest to Dr. Moore. He has 
been a pioneer in recognlzii^ 
good teaching on the campus 
through the Coyle E. Moore Jr. 
Award, named after his late son, 
a former student body president 
here.

Vote Autonomy 

Tomorrow Student Government will run the most 
in^Mrtant election in its history: an electicm to 
determine its own firtnre and whether or not it has 

a future. 

The issues at stake deal with authorityr and 
autonomy. It has been tiie feeling of Student Goy- 

emment officials that Student Government is in- 
deed "Mickey Mouse'' but only because it lacks 
the power to carry out its own programs without ad- 
ministrative supervision or ai^roval. 

Without a doubt Student Government is a positive, 
functioning organization. Executive, legislative and 
judicial branches have only this year operated fully 
within the limitations set by the adooinistration. And 
now they are chafing at the bit. 

As has been pointed out before, the judicial branch 
has made significant alteraticms in student legal 
proceedings. For the first time, a student can enjoy 
the protection of the Bill of Rights on campus. Judi- 
cial revision, in itself an awesome accomplish- 
ment, has provided 1^^ recourse, a l^al founda- 
tion of resolution and interpretation in ^dent 
Government. 

The judicial system now lends credence to the 
entire student governmental concept; it is a basis 
iqjon which to build an active, vibrant, constructive 
student government. 

The judicial system is the best reason we know 
of to perpetuate Student Government. But there is a 
hitch. 

Student Government cannot continue to operate as 
a compromise; presently students have the privilege 
of making their own rules and administering their 
own programs. That is, unless the administration 
decides differently. 

A recent devel<q)ment of administrative inconsis- 
tency and non-cooperation has revealed that all the 
progress made in the judicial revision this year 
might go down the drain, thanks to the administra- 
tion' s reluctance to incorporate similar ''due 
process" in the Appeals Committee. 

Protesting this. Attorney General Doug Morford 

had written: 

"During the past year a student judicial system 
second to none has been established at FSU. I 
know of no other system of its kind that goes to such 
lengths to protect the interests of both the accused 
Student ,and the university. Students at FSU are af- 
forded protections that have not as yet been held 
bmding on university disciplinary proceedings by 
state and federal courts. 

"Despite current trends and the enlightened ex- 
tension of due process by the student courts the only 
right afforded to students before the administra- 
tion's Conduct Committee is a right to refrain from 
self-incrimination. The procedures followed by the 
Conduct Committee and the Appeals Committee are 
of doubtful continuing validity. Their procedures 
specifically provide that a student cannot have an 
attorney to represent him. The counsel he does 
have, a student or staff member, cannot address 
the committee or question witnesses. This rule 
is absurd. What good is counsel if he cannot ad- 
vocate? . . . 

"It seems a shame to have such an enlightened 
student judicial system overridden by an adminis- 
teation that coitfinues to follow archaic procedures 
based on the long ont^ted conc^ of in loco par- 
entis ..." 

We concur wholeheartedly. Student Government 
will never hofve nt^ - c^BQr^ts M .Vrore itself • 
unless the students vote for its continuance as an 
autonomous body.

With these principles In mind, 
I wlah to discuss the govern- 
ment's legislation pertaining to 
marijuana. Marijuana Is a non- 
addictive drug capable of pro- 
ducing mild euphoria when 
smoked. Many comparisons and 
similarities have been drawn be- 
tween alcohol and marijuana. Yet 
marijuana, unUka alci>hal,to«at- 
lawed as a " dai^arans ilin." 
This law la wrang for sawaral 
reasons. 

First , mari^iana aa a dng 
does not Justify tha law. Utallka 
alcohol or tobacco, marljuaaa 
does not have the nagatfve ■fwnr- 
effects of withdraml syn^toms 
of alcohol and tobacco. Wa bow 
have fairly concfaiatwe avfclance 
that Jom-cenn os^ <£ alcohol 
or tobacco caa cause or contri- 
bute to varisaa physical alln ents. 
Marijuana has none of these dan- 



gerous site ^ __ 

I do not nr o pM s e a ban on tobac- 
co or akohol, 1 do not believe 
that marijuaaa ahauld be Illegal. 

Second, the law banning marl- 
>Maa is Illogical. Any person 
desiring a narcotic effect can 
raadttv obtain it in such forms 
aa barbiturates and cough medl- 
dae. Thus it is senseless to 
ban marijuana; many more 
powerful and potentially danger- 
ous dniga are legally available 
from any drugstore. 

Third, the law banning mari- 
juana Is contrary to our concept 
of personal liberty in this couo* 
try. Some people consider mari- 
juana a harmful abuse to its user. 
But as citizens in a free country 
we have the right to use erabuse 
our lives in any maaaarwc might 
wish just so long as we don't 
limit someone else's freedom. 
Marijuana docs not do harm to 
the peace, order or general wel- 
fare of our aoclaty. Thmion 
the legislstlva ban on marijuana 
to beyond the scope of rightful 
govenmient action penainlng to 
matters of conscience. 

Many people who might agree 
with the principles upon which 
1 have based my arguments are 
unwilling to press for Just legis- 
lation because at present marl- 
>iana is against -he law. Some- 
how the fact that the law stands 
seems to make useless and un- 
necessary any further discussion 
of the issue. But there Is no In- 
herent rlghtness to existing law. 
If such were the case, women 
would not yet be able to vote
